Washington, Nov. 18. The new Hay- 


Paunceforte treaty was signed today 
at 12.05 o'clock by Secretary Hay for 
the United States and Ambassador 
Pauncefote for Great Britain. 


Washington, Nov. IS—The report of 


the Isthmian canal commission will be 
placed in the hands of the president by 
the end of this week. The commis- 
sioners have reached an agreement on 
all the salient facts. 


The decision favors the NIcaraguan 


project, the cost of which is placed at 
about 75 per cent of the cost of the 
panama project. 
, Full investigation of both Nicaragua 
and Panama routes will be shown. The 
Jong correspondence between the com- 
mission and the Panama men will not 
be given in full. The estimate of the 
cost of guying the Panama property 
and rights is made from a long state- 
ment furnished by M. Hutin as to the 
Pan.ima company's estimates of the 
value of its property. 


This correspondence wiH show that 


the Panama men have never made a 
definite proposition, and will sustain 
the contention that their sole object 
has anparently been to gain time by 
delaying final action by the United 
States upon the canal question. 


As to the value of what the Panama 


company has in the way of work done, 
machinery and material on hand and 
concisions held, the only estimate the 
ocmmissionhas been able to get 
is 


$109.f00,001 The cost of completing the 
Panama canal is put at 
$144,000,000. 


This makes a total for the Panama 
canal of $253,000,000, or $64,0€D,000 in 
favor ct the Nicaragua route.

prise of such magnitude in the world, 
the surveys are complete to the last 
detail, and actual work can commence 
as soon as congress gives the! neces- 
sary authority and the requisite treat- 
ies are made with the Central Ameri- 
can countries interested.

San Francisco, Nov. 18.—The Call 


prints an unconfirmed story from Skag- 
way, Ala&lca, under date of Nov. 6, tell- 
ing of the discovery of what is alleged 
to be a huge conspiracy existing in 
Dawson and ramifying to 'Skagway, 
Victoria, Vaucourer uad Seattle, fortiie 
overthrow of the local government of 
the Northwest terricory and the estab- 
lishing of a republic with Bawson as 
its capital. 


According to the derails of the story, 


arms, ammunition and provisions have 
been taken in over the railroad ard 
cached at strategic points. Prominent 
American residents o£ Skagvray are said 
to be the leaders in the conspiracy. 
Miners to the number of 5000 are said 
to await the summon to arms, ready to. 
fight for the independence from do- 
minion rule of the gold fields, camps 
and toviBs. 


The plan is to overpower the mounted 


police, arrest the civil authorities and' 
take the government into their own 
hands. The rigors of the Arctic winters 
would give the insurgents six months 
immunity Jrom attack by Canadian or 
British troops, and the adventurous 
arch-conspirators hope for interven- 
tion or outside assistance by the time 
the melting of ice and snow will permit 
the invasion of tlieir isolated republic. 


It is further related tljat a hurried 


conference, lasting until midnight, was 
held at Skagway Nov. 5, at Avhich were 
present Captain Corrigan of the North- 
west mounted police, who had arrived 
from across the Canadian border late 
that evening; Judge Brown of the 
United States district court, United 
State§ Marshal Snoup, United States 
Attorney Frederieh and Major Hovey, 
commanding the United States troops at 
Skagway, also attei}sl«d Ihe meeting. 


This was the lasi of several hasty con- 


sultations betwwn tue civil and mili- 
tary representatives of the two powers 
in relation to the mysterious trans- 
portation of supplies into the interior 
and rtraiors of a conspiracy to lead the 
miners in a revolt against the Canadian 
government in 1 ho Northwest territoryT 
Those present maintained subsequently 
the strictest .silence concerning; the new 
evidence laic! before them and their 
evident anxiety ftelpsd to confirm the 
rumors of conspiracy. 


Captain Corrigan took a train back 


across the border the next morning, 
while United States Jlf arshal Sboup em- 
barked on the first steamer for Seattle, 
which port he reached several days 
ago. 
The object of his visit -was pre- 


sumably to confer by telegraph with the 
authorities at Washington. He sailed 
yesterday afternoon on tlie Dolphin on 
his way back to Skagway.

NEWSPAPER! 
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EIGHTEEN YEAR OLD BOY 


In Court This Morning on a Siriius 


Charge. Mothtr Mtd« the Chargt 


Nellie Bishop, 24, and Osman Thayer. 


18, were charged in the district court 
this morning with adultery. They both 
pleaded, not guilty, but were 
found 


guilty and placed under J300 bonds to 
appear before the criminal sitting of 
the superior court. 


They were arrested on complaint of 


Thayer's mother, the young man be- 
ing taken from his boarding 
place 


about 2 o'clock this morning by Officer 
Scully. The woman was not arrested 
until 9.30 o'clock this morning, when 
Captain Parrow called for her at a 
house on Quincy street where she has 
been employed as a servant. 


In conversation with the chief before 


court opened they both acknowledged 
their guilt, though they pleaded not 
guilty later on. Thayer was question- 
ed before the woman was arrested, 
and said that he supposed the best 
way out of the trouble was to tell the 
truth about it; that he and Mrs. Bish- 
op had been together several times 
lately in the house on State 
street 


•where he was boarding. Mrs. Bishop 
at first d:nied this, but when Thayer 
repeated his stor> in, her presence she 
agreed with him. 


The trial did not occupy much time. 


Chief Dii een and Captai Parrow were 
the only witnesses and they 
merely 


testified as to the conversation in the 
police station. When th'e chief 
had 


finished speaking 
Thayer 
remarked, 


"That's right," and declined to take 
the stand. The woman also had no- 
thing to say for herself. 


Mrs. Bishop has been in this city 


only seven weeks, coming here from 
Woodford, Vt. She has a husband 
somewhere, but has not seen him for 
some time and does not know where 
he is now. Thayer has already been 
In court once before this summer, be- 
ing charged May 28 with stubbornness 
by his father, Charles Thayer. That 
case was filed away September 14. 


Mrs. Thayer was in the station last 


night and talked very bitterly about 
her son's actions. This morning after 
the trial he called her up and asked 
her to get him some tobaccoo. She 
became extremely indignant and heap- 
ed reproaches upon him, but neverthe- 
less she got the tobacco. 
Later she 


asked the chief if he would be kept in 
jail, and on being assured that he 
would exclaimed: 


"I'm glad of it; I hope he'll stay 


there a long time..' 


The only other offenders this morn- 


ing were two drunks, one of whom 
was placed on probation and the other 
has his case continued. 
Dennis Mit- 


chell, who had his case for drunken- 
ness continued in order that he might 
pay a fine, was given one more week 
to do so. Two cases of expired proba- 
bation were defaulted. 


TO USE ELECTRIC POWER 
BANKS IN TOWN 


WebtrBrot. Make Contract T« Run 


. Shtt Shops by EleelricHy 


Weber Bros, have decided to run 


their snoe shops with electric power 
and have contracted with the North 
Adams Gas and Electric company to 
supply it. A motor will be placed on 
each of the six floors, so that all de- 
partments of the shops can be run to- 
gether or separately. In order to sup- 
ply this power the company has had 
to buy a new generator, which will be 
installed next week, and the connec- 
tions will be made as soon as the shops 
are ready. 


Although Weber Bros, will use only 


40 horse power, a generator ,of 125 
horse power will be put in, as the de- 
mand for electric power is constantly 
growing, and the company will keep 
itself In a position to supply the de- 
mand as it comes. It is now supply- 
ing 50 horse power to the 
Hunter 


foundry, 125 to the Boston and Maine 
railroad to run the ventilating fan at 
the centra! shaft, and power is also 
supplied to 25 other motors, large and 
small, throughout the city. The en- 
largement of the plant Is the natural 
ourgfrowth of the (increased use of 
electricity as a motive power, which 
Weber Bios, are the first in this city 
to adopt for the operation of a shoe 
factory.

LIGHTNING CALCULATORS. 


Wonderful Ability of the negro Chil- 


dren In the We»t Indie*. 


"One 
of the oddest things I came 


ocjrws ip my wanderings," said a travel- 
er recently returned from the West 
Indies, "was the extraordinary aptitude 
•of negro children for mental arithmetic. 
I visited a xgood many of the public 
schools and saw some astonishing ex- 
hibitions of this faculty, which is prob- 
abi* the last with which one would 
credit the grandchildren of African sav- 
ages, as many of the West Indian negro 
children are. The 
currftocy 
of 
the 


islands is of course BMsh, so that 
calculation*, of any sort as? mure com- 
plicated thaa with as. Yet an inspector 
or visitor can ask a school full of ragged 
urchins what would be the cost of seven 
gross of handkerchiefs at 5 pence 3 
farthings apiece and receive the answer 
almost as soon as the words are out of 
his mouth, and doubtless long before he 
had himself worked it out. This can be 
kept up all day to the great enjoyment 
of the children, who regard that sort of 
thing as sport. 


"The same children, when confronted 


•with a reader, may make sad work of it 
and seem certainly little above the aver- 
age. 
Even when inr.de to do sums on a 


shite they are not brighter than most 
white children. Perhaps that statement 
should be qualified, for there is no donbt 
that the children of pure blooded Afri- 
cans, develop phenomenally for the iiist 
five or six years of their lives and, in- 
deed, until twelve or thirteen, years old 
are fully the equals, intellectually, of 
white children. I have never seen white 
babies as intelligent as some of these 
negro infants at the same age. But when 
past twelve their minds seem full grown, 
and it is not easy to teach them, except in 
cases here and there. All these observa- 
tions, however, apply to children of ne- 
groes whose parents or grandparents were 
brought from Africa when full grown. 


"There are many West Indian negroes 


who do not speak English, and there are 
large societies named according to the 
part of Africa from which the members 
or their parents came. A Nangobar, for 
instance, would not think of joining a 
Kongo society. So they all stand much 
nearer to Africa than do our negroes, 
which makes the observation of their 
characteristics very interesting. Unfor- 
tunately, they do not seem to retain to 
any marked degree this faculty for rapid 
calculation when they reach manhood. 
And even if they did they would be so 
backward in other respects that their 
value as clerks would be slight."—New 
York Tribune.

EWSPAPEKJ 


The sponge industry of the United 


States is carried on in the waters sur- 
rounding the Florida keys. 


The fishing grounds extend along the 


south and west coasts of the peninsuln 
and have a total area of from 2,000 to 
3,000 square miles. 


Key West is the center of the indus- 


try and New York city is the receiving 
and distributing point for tbe product. 


Two hundred small boats and several 


schooners, mauaged by about 800 spong- 
ers, are regularly engaged in the fishing. 


The annual crop of sponges is between 


5,000 and 6,000 bales, and would be 
many times greater but for the ignorance 
and impatience of fishermen in not allow- 
ing time for the "baby sponges" to ma- 
ture. 


Repeated attempts at planting and cul- 


tivating the sponges artificially have 
proved unsuccessful. 


The estimated value of Florida's an- 


nual crop of sponges is about $550,000. 


Tbe quality of the Florida sponge 


ranks next' to that' of the West India, 
the Mediterranean and tbe Red sea. 


The real Turkish sponges are found 


only in the beds of the Mediterranean, 
and sell readily for as high a price as 
$50 "and even $70 a pound. 
, 


Next in quality to the Turkish sponge 


is our own Florida sheep's wool sponge, 
so named because of its softness and 
fineness of texture, which sells at from 
$1 to |3 a pound. 


Tbe average weight of a sponge when 


placed on tbe market is from one ounce 
to one pound. Only the small sizes are 
found in American waters. 


It requires from three to seven years 


for a sponge to mature and reach mar- 
ketable size.

THE MILKMAN IN BRAZIL. 


Take* nia Cow to the Customer, 


frlclrm In Hi* Trade. 


"There are" two ways in which you 


may bny milk in Brazil." said the man 
who hml just returned. "The milk isn't 
first rate, and milk and cream are scarce, 
but there is originality in one way of sell- 
ing it. 


"Sometimes milk is delivered from 


• house to house in glass bottles, carried in 
wire baskets, something after tbe fashion 
of the milkman here, but there the differ- 
ence begins. Tbe cart used in Brazil is 
a three wheeled push cart, always painted 
some dull, dark color. The bottles are 
typically Brazilian. They are long, small 
necked, dark green, secondhand wine bot- 
tles, which have advantages of their own 
for the merchant. The customer cannot 
see tbe water which be knows is in tbe 
milk, and the dark color simplifies the 
task of vrashiog, which is quite a point to 
the nntivp. 


"Bat the other way of delivering milk 


is simon pure Brazilian, and it is a sort 
of case of the mountain coming to Mo- 
bammed. Tb? reilk merchant leads his 
cow around to his customers by a baiter. 
Tied to the coir's tail is a small halter, 
and at tbe other end of that rope is a 
small muzzle halter, which i* fastened 
around the bead of a calf. The Brazil- 
ian milkman believes that the cow will 
not give milk if unaccompanied by her 
calf. 


"The merchant, thus leading bis mer- 


chandise and source of supply, walks 
barefooted over tbe uneven stone pave- 
menfe from customer to customer. In 
his hand be carries an ordinary sized 
drinking glass and a tin one pint meas- 
uring cup. These he ingeniously raps 
one against the other, and this is bis 
gong to notify bis customers of his ap- 
proach. A customer reached, the mer- 
chant gets down on one knee and pro- 
ceeds to execute the order while the cus- 
tomer waits. 


"The stranger sees no chance for 


diluting the milk in this system by which 
the consumer se'es with his own eyes the 
goo<?8 produced, but the natives—and 
they all agree on this point—insist that 
tbe milk merchant bas under bis coat a 
rubber bottle filled with water and with 
a rubber tube attachment which enables 
him to inject the water into the measure 
along with the milk. Another way the 
artistic milk merchant has for milking 
bis customer is by producing as much 
foam as possible. Tkis is done by bold- 
ing tbe glass as far &s practicable from 
tbe source of supply during the process 
of filling the measure. 


"In the best hotels and restaurants on 


tbe eastern coast of Brazil I did not 
once see cream used or offered, and milk 
as a beverage was very seldom seen, and 
I did not once see it .mentioned on a bill 
of fare. Milk, such as it is, brings about 
15 cents a quart, United States money, 
and a better supply even at this price 
would increase the demand materially."— 
New York Sun.

CONCERNING ECHOES. 


Effort to Find » Scientific Explana- 


tion of Their Eccentricities. 


To the eccentricities of echoes there is 


no cod. Some return faithfully to the 
sender of the original sound, but others 
are never heard by those who set them in 
•notion. 
Sometimes an echo returns so 


lukkly that the human -oar cannot dis- 
inguish it frotn the original sound. The 
penetrative power of the human voice is 
often affected in \his way—much to thj 
dingiiBt of speakers—in churches and large 
buildings. Sometimes, again, one sound 
will produce several echoes, when it hap- 
pens that there are several reflecting sur- 
faces iii the direction taken by the sound 
waves—\\hilc you may hear echoes of 
echoes when two sound reflecting sur- 
fac'es fnce each other at .the proper angle. 
The subject has been little studied, but i» 
full of interest. 


More attention has T>een paid to the be- 


havior of water waves and light waves 
than to sound waves, jset the same char- 
acteristics are to be found in each form 
of wave motion. What happens, for in- 
stance, when sound -waves meet with 
obstacles is known to happen also to rays 
of light and may be seen to happen in the 
case of water waves. Thus, if an Atlan- 
tic roller were sweeping inshore, an iso- 
lated rock would- • form no protection. 
The big wave would .simply swirl round 
the rock, enveloping it equally on all 
sides and passing on with very little de- 
crease of force. A smaller wave, on the 
contrary, coining in with (he roller, might 
be whoUy checked and flung back by t! i 
rock, wnile a tiny wavelet could be stop- 
ped or reflected by a mere pebble. 


So it is the same with regard to the 


phenomenon of sound, which is bat an- 
other manifestation of wave motion. You 
may often notice when standing in a field 
skirted by a wood that a -clap of the 
hands will awaken an echo, though you 
may shout ever so loudly, without re- 
sponse. This is. because a' clump of treei 
cannot appreciably arrest the full, deep 
tones of the human voice or the barking 
of a dog, while at tht same time the mi- 
nute sound wartfi set in motion by a 
short, sharp clap are readily returned off 
every twig. The fiMlogy might easily be 
carried farther.—1'« m son's Magazine.

circle of Washington friends. The red 
parlor, a room famous during the Mc- 
Kinley ndjiiiaislration as the scene of 
the Sunday niglit symposiums, has been 
selected by Mr. Roosevelt for his pri- 
vate after-dinner conferences. It is 
here, in the genial glow of the red 
hangings and crimson shaded lights, 
that the president comes after dinner 
with half a doren or more "political 
authorities" to discuss affairs of state. 


Mrs. Roosevelt has her husband's con-

Though 
the personally supervises the education 
of her children and has a general in- 
terest in all affairs of ihe nursery, Mrs.

out. Tiiey then left the shed and sat 
on a >v"Q-3slbarrow in the yard and di- 
vvied the msnoy.

The following story, which involved 


King Edward VII. when he was yet 
PriBce of Wales, was related to my fa- 
ther by a prominent Washington lawyer, 
since deceased, who, during a business 
visit to London in the early. seventies, 
called on Minister Schenck, who at that 
time represented this country at tha 
court of St. James and with whom he 
had been wen acquainted in America, 
says a writer in the Chicago HVB !d. 
Given ia his own words the story rum- 
as follows: 
" 'By the way,' said Schenck, as wt 


were about to separate one morning. 
Srhat; arc you going to do this after* 
noon?' 


' 'Nothing of moment,' I replied. *N» 


p.'ogranime in particular." 


-' Thcro is going to be a poker game at 


tlie Langham,' said Schenck, 'and if you 
care for the exercise I'd like to have you 
in. The Prince of "Wales will be one of 
tlie pa'rty.' 


-This last rather dazzled me. I re- 


fli-i'ted that it isn't, given every American 
citizen to bluff and raise and draw eaids 
against a prince born ia the purple. I 
would go. I cared not a whit for poker, 
but It would be an experience whercol to 
tdl the babes when they grew up—tell 
them how papa beat the Prince ot 
Wales. I told Schenck I'd be there. Ho 
seemed delighted and no doubt was, for 
he was a royal good fellow and liked tc 
put his friends in the way to be pleased^ 
One thins 1 forgot, the limit. But I had 
a couple of thousand dollars in London, 
and felt elegantly safe, even supercili- 
ously so. 


•'Three o'clock came, and I repaired to 


the Langham. Tho others came in later. 
lu addition to the Prince of Wales oaine 
also Anselm Rothschild of the bank of 
that name and the Duchess of Marl' 
borough. I'll say right here that the lady 
was the best player of the lot. With 
these three Schenck and I sat down. 
Just after I was presented to the prince 
I asked -Schonek in a whisper what limit 
usually obtained at these poker festivals. 
He replied, also in a strong aside, that 
there was no limit. 
" 'The prince never plays with a linv- 


It,' whispered ScbenckT" 'It would in- 
fringe bis dignity as a prince.' 


"I felt a bit cold after this. My $2,OOQ 


blinking in the Bank of England vault 
with jts yellow neighbors didn't seem 
such a wad of money. In fact, it began 
to diminish and appear paltry and mean 
when made to face the proposition of 
limitless play against England's heir ap- 
parent with the whole island to draw on, 
to say nothing of the Rothschilds. It 
started the per~piration, but I was in 
and couldn't get out. 1 hastily made up 
my mind to stay loag enough to lose $100 
or so and then grow suddealy ill and 
extricate 
myself. 
It was a happy 


thought. 'Cold feet' would pull me out if 
my lo&ses became too lowering. 


"As we sat down, however, two things 


. happened to disturb my dream of 'cold 


feet' as a means of escape. Scheack was 
to bank the game, and the first thing the 
prince said was, 'Give me £1,000 worth 
of chips'—$5,000. And he said it with no 
more of notice or emphasis than if ha 
had said, 'Pass the pie.' 


"I began to realize that I was liable to 


lose my $2,000 the first hand before 'cold 
feet* could come to the rescue. To add tc 
tny grief the heir of the Rothschilds plac- 
ed a book made up of signed checks by 
his elbow,' with a blank space for him to 
write in the amount. This he did with a 
blue pencil of the editorial brand. The 
Rothschild didn't buy chips. He played 
in these checks. No wonder I began to 
sweat—to be caught between the bank- 
ing house" of the Rothschilds and the 
British empire with only $2,000! The 
one ray. of encouragement ia it all was 
that the duchess—fine old lady, too- 
only bought $1,000 worth of chips. I 
steered by that and, although groaning 
inwardly, bought $1,000 worth of chips 
also. Schenck smiled approvingly. 
I 


learned afterward that I did right It 
would not have been etiquette to buy 
as much as the prince. I was glad of 
that. I would have been ia a pretty fix 
if etiquette had taken the other shoot. 


"Well, it's hardly -worth while to go 


into the details of the game. The ante 
was £10, four call ten. I got good enough 
hands, but was scared to death. I dida't 
dare bet them. The prince would look 
at his cards in a'royal ermined way and 
wy, 'I raise the ante-£10.' 


"The yomsg Rothschild would look at 


his cards and observe, with the same in- 
difference to my feelings which distin- 
guished th« pricofc, 'I'll see that and go 
£50 better.' These blood curdling re- 
Biarks took place before the draw, mind 
you. And then they'd lean back and call 
for what cards they wanted and organiz- 
ed to bet £2,000 to £3,000—anything that 
happened to pass into their reckless 
minds. That's the sort of company I'd 
got into. I laid down hand after hand 
and stayed out all I could, but for all my 
dodging I lost $1,200 in the first forty- 
five minutes—simply anted it away. 


"About the end of the first hour I got 


three aces. They were all that saved mo 
too. I broke into a plethoric jackpot with 
them, which the prince and the Roths- 
child immediately raised several times, 
as if for exercise. Ia the end I won it. 
It swelled my fortune over $10,000. Aft- 
er that I maneuvered very cautiously 
and quit at 6 p. m. about $300 behind 
the game. 


"That ended tOf flash, as it were, into 


the royal family. I never passed a more 
miserable afternoon in cay life. Schenck 
and the duchess played along with much 
calmness and phlegm, but I was so op- 
pressed by my danger and harassed by 
the reckless betting of tha priace and the 
Rothschild that I have no recollection as 
to bow they fared. Scheack asked me to 
other poker parties, but I had a previous 
engagement each time. Games without 
limits against players equally unbound- 
ed are too many for me."

The Whole Subject IB Under tbe Con- 


trol of tbe Police. 


A group of bright women sat discussing 


their travels abroad. All hud made some- 
thing more than.a tour of European ho- 
tels and all had observed something of 
interest to women outside the beaten 
tracks. 


"The methods by which they eliminate 


the 'servant girl question' in Germany," 
said one—the wife of a professor in an 
important /American university — "are 
very interesting. They go at it with the 
same thoroughness with which the Ger- 
man attacks everything, whether a rare 
species of beetle or the organization of 
the army. 


"The whole subject is under the con- 


trol of the police. ^ They have every serv-; 
ant girl listed. If a housewife requires 
help in her kitchen, hut is unable to pay 
much for it, by application to the proper 
authorities she can secure a young girl 
without experience. A contract is made 
for a year. The employer agrees to feed 
and clothe the girl and to teach her cer- 
tain specified things in housekeeping, 
but no wages are paid. At the end of 
the year the housewife can retain the 
girl by paying her amall; wages and 
agreeing to continue her -education in 
housework to a certain specified extent. 


"The things she is to teach'are'nomi- 


nated in the bon'd,' and she is expected 
to rigidly carry out her end of the agree- 
ment in consideration of the fact that 
she pays little or DO wages. In this way, 
you see, the servant serves an appren- 
ticeship. It is much superior, I think, to 
our way, in which we take ignorant girls, 
teach them everything they know, even 
to speak English, and pay them nearly 
or quite as much as a well trained serv- 
ant. 


"If you want a-thoroughly competent 


servant in Germany, you can get one at 
a specified price. And you can examine 
the record of every girl at the police sta- 
tion. If she has ever been discharged, 
you will find the fact there, with the rea- 
sons therefor, and thus can tell her 
character at a glance without resort to 
the farcical letter of recommendation 
given by a former employer. 


"As the system implies, every German 


woman is an absolutely competent house- 
wife. She knows the business of run- 
ning a house thoroughly. Young girls of 
good family after they leave school often 
go to some particularly competent house- 
wife, whom they1 pay* to put the finishing 
touches upon their education in this re- 
spect. I knew one such woman who 
brought up three sons by means of tak- 
ing boarders and of teaching young wo- 
men of good families in the manner de- 
scribed."—New York Times,

They had a shriveled up, forlorn look 
about them that was not at all tempting 
and there was nothing in the taste of 
them to remind me of the delicious Blue 
Point or the mo^e robust Rockaway. 


"When I hail finished eating them, I

They wonld serve as a warning 
to any one intending to cross the ocean 
against oysters as they are served in 
England's capital. So I wiped the shells 
dry with my napkin and slipped them 
into my pocket.

PUNISHMENT FOR CRIME 


Some of t?te iJarbnroii« Law* That 


I'aed to Be Enforced. 


Sir Saiauel Romiily was the first wh^ 


endeavored to soffu. the rigor of tho 
criminal law. In 1808 he passed a bill r«- 
pealing the statute of Elizabeth, whicn 
made larceny punishable by death, an« 
three or fout years later he carried oth-^r 
bills of s. similar nature. Indeed, it is 
chiefly owing to his effort? -that our crim- 
inal system is in^bted for its present 
characteristics of humanity. 


One or two of the former punishments 


are- so curious that it may be interesting 
to notice them. In the time of Henry 
VIII. poisoning was made treason, and 
the punishment was to be boiled alive, 
•n hich was carried out in the case of John 
Eous, who thtew poison into a pot of 
broth prepared for the bishop of Hoches- 
ter's family. This, in common with many 
more of Henry VIII.'s barbarous laws, 
was repealed by Edward VI. The law 
of retaliation, was introduced by statute 
37, Edward III., as a punishment for 
those who preferred malicious accusa- 
tions. It did not answer, however, and 
was repealed after one year's trial. 
Crimes of an unnatural nature, such as a 
wife killing her husband, a servant his 
master, an ecclesiastic his superior, were 
held petit treason, and a man was drawn 
and hanged and a woman, drawn and 
burned. 


We see something of a similar nature 


in the ancient Roman, law that enacted 
that the murderer of a parent should be 
scourged and then tied up in a leather 
sack with a dog, cock, viper and ape and 
then thrown into the sea. Publicus Mal- 
leolus, who killed his mother, was the 
first who suffered this punishment in the 
year of Home 632. 


But this punishment has existed in 


modern Europe. Thus, in Spain, at Jaen, 
on March 1, 1832, a man, for murdering 
his daughter-in-law, after being placed 
in a barrel with a cock, a snake, a mon- 
key and a toad, was thrown into the 
river. 


Another common punishment, now long 


obsolete, was disfigurement, as every one 
acquainted with tbe records of the star 
chamber knows. Ears and noses were 
most frequently cut off, the excuse being 
that the loss of them does not tend to 
weaken the culprit, whereas the loss of 
an arm or finger does.

RAISING POULTRY. 


Farewell originally signified may 


tun or trtTel well or in Mfety 


Build the poultry house so that it can 


readily be cleaned. 


Young ducks eat more than chickens, 


but are marketable sooner. 


The best way to feed corn to young 


chickens is crushed or cracked. 


When poultry does well under your 


plan of management, do not try other 
plans. 


One meal of soft feed a day is enough. 


It should be given as soon as the chickens 
fly down from the roosts. 


Eggshells are very good for the fowls. 


Crush them very fine before feeding 
them lest the fowls get into the habit of 
eating eggs. 


Introduce new blood into the poultry 


yard by buying some good, vigorous 
males. Some puie bred fowls might be 
purchased also. 


One of the little leaks is in keeping 


surplus males. Sell off every one not 
needed as soon as they can be put into 
mai'kAable condition.. 


Geese cost very little if allowed the 


liberty of the fields, with access to a 
pond or stream. The best breed for 
feathers is the Embden, being entirely 
white. 


The size of the yards depends some- 


what upon the breed and also upon the 
manner in which the flock is managed. 
Generally the larger the yard the better 
the fowls will thrive. 


One great recommendation the larger 


breeds of fowls have over the small ones 
is that the.large ones have to stay where 
they are put, while the small ones usual- 
ly go where they please. 


Feed the growing chickens four times 


a day all that they will eat up clean. As 
the young chick grows very rapidly it is 
not easily made fat and should be in- 
duced to eat as much as possible so as to 
be got into the market early.

Pickles of vinegar will not keep in a 


jar that has ever had auy kind of grease 
kept in it. 


Lamp chimneys may be quickly clean- 


ed by rubbing them with a clean soft 
cloth and polishing with a piece of news- 
paper. 


Clam shells are more convenient for 


scraping pots and kettles than a knife, 
requiring less time to remove the burned 
surfaces. 


Half a lemon dipped in salt and rubbed 


on your ivory knife handles will restore 
them to their original whiteness. After 
doing this wash the knives at once in 
warm water. 


To renew the pristine lightness of old 


feather pillows let them out in a summer 
rain until they are thoroughly wet. Then 
dry them by pinning them to a line and 
finish by beating them. 
Jo avoid wrinkling bodices and jackets 
they should be hung on frames such as 
men use for their coats, winding the 
frames first with cloth or silk, upon 
which, if desired, orris or other sachet 
povrder may be sprinkled.

Writers of fiction have outlined plan* 


for the okimait uplifting ot the human 
race in whieh^tkej hare pictured .entire 
jtommuniti«a firing^ under one roof and 
yet each family still retaining its priva- 
cy. Writing of facts, George Barry Mal- 
lon in Ainslee's Magazine tells some 
surprising things about modern big ho- 
tels 
that 
shelter 
persons numerous 


enough to form a fair sized village. He 
•ays: 
i "If one of New York's big modern ho- 
tels could be whisked to the country and 
spread out in village formation the result 
would be a model proprietary town of 
about 3,000 inhabitants. 
One half of 


these inhabitants would work in relays 
night and day for the comfort and en- 
tertainment of the other half, whose ob- 
ligation would be the payment of the 
bills, which in the aggregate would rep- 
resent, in addition to the running ex- 
penses and perhaps $200,000 a year set 
aside for the proprietor's profits, the in- 
terest on $15,000,000 invested in land, 
buildings and furnishings, 


i "Many cities cannot muster a tax list 
of $15,000,000. so that this town would 
be conspicuous above all others for 
wealth, and in completeness of the de- 
tails that mske the material side of life 
a joy it would be unrivaled. Some of its 
houses would be constructed for one fam- 
ily exclusively, and others would be ar- 
ranged in single rooms and in suits. All 
would b» furnished in the most Insurious 
fashions" In the central warehouse of 
the town's steward would be found a 
greater assortment of supplies for the 
cuisine than in any public market in the 
world. There would be a row of cook- 
ehops, each devoted to the preparation 
ot a special course, ranging from the 
coups and entrees and roasts to the 
pastries and coffee. 
There would be 


half a dozen big banquet rooms and ball- 
rooms, several music rooms and a well 
appointed theater or two. 


i "The town would have of course a tel- 
egraph office, a complete telephone sys- 
tem and some means of rapid transit to 
every house. 
Enormous boilers would 


supply the heat, and ao electric light 
plant would furnish the illumination. 
There would be an ice plant large enough 
to manufacture fifty tons a day. There 
would be silversmith, blacksmith and 
tinsmith shops, electrical repair and ma- 
chine shops, florists, hairdressing rooms 
for men and women, Turkish baths, up- 
holstery and furniture shops, decorators 
and seamstresses, a steam laundry, a 
messenger service, a printing ofBce, a 
wine cellar, with half a million dollars' 
worth of choice vintages, and a club- 
bouse, with billiard and reading rooms 
and cales. 


"The town would be policed day and 


night by a dozen private detectives, and 
it would have a well trained fire depart- 
ment. 
There would be a bank, over 


whose counters would pass millions of 
dollars each year, and a central execu- 
tive office, with scores of clerks and 
bookkeepers and auditors. 


"The proprietor of this town would as- 


•ume ail the housekeeping cares of his 
1,500 tenants and many of his 1,500 em- 
ployees. He would provide amusements 
and act as the court of last resort 
It 


would seem as if the man who was rash 
enough to attempt the management of 
such a town, staking his fortune on the 
issue, must necessarily fail, but as a fair 
illustration it is not overdrawn. Its par- 
allel is found in a compact form, with no 
features missing and many added, in the 
modern big hotel that ias reached the 
highest development in New York. 


"Neither the bigness nor the com- 


pleteness of B big hotel is appreciated by 
the patron who finds his interests satis- 
fied with the accommodations which it 
furnishes. He knows in a general way 
that it may be a dozen stories high and 
several cellars deep and that the thou- 
sand or more guests are attended by 
servants on every hand, and when he 
pays his bill he believes that the charges 
are' exorbitant. 
1 "One of these hotels, which differs 
from the others chiefly in degree, repre- 
sents an investment of $15,000,000. The 
•1,400 bedrooms and 750 bathrooms in it 
are so constructed by a series of inner 
courts that each opens to the outer air. 
It has several conceit halls and theaters, 
three great ballrooms, and, in addition 
to its public dining room, where during 
horse show week, for instance, 10,000 
people are served daily, it has a series of 
private dining rooms which are arranged 
for from ten to a thousand persons. 


i "In the largest ballroom in this hotel 
was given one night last winter a public 
ball, attended by 8,500 people, to whom 
eupper was served, and on the same 
evening in other parts of the hotel were 
in progress two concerts, a dinner of ao 
association of 300 men and a dozen 
smaller dinner parties in private dining 
rooms, each isolated so completely that 
DO one of the 1,500 regular guests need 
know of it. 


"Statistics are not very entertaining, 


but there are come stories of hotels that 
they alone can tell, and that of the sup- 
plies is one of them. For instance, dur- 
ing a given year one of these big hotels 
spent for meat $200.000; for poultry, 
$113,000; for vegetables, $80,000; for 
fruit, $42,000; for eg*, $12,000; for 
butter $57,000, and for 
the flowers 


used in decorations, and there are flow- 
ers OB the tables every day, $30,000. 
The initial Investment in silverware was 
$250,000, and, with the losses that char- 
itably are credited to the souvenir craze 
and the general wear and tear on table 
service, about $40,000 a year is spent in 
keeping this supply up to the hotel's 
standard. 


"One New York hotel that suffered 


severely from the souvenir spoon and 
•alt cellar mania adopted several years 
tgo the plan of notifying guests that 
each waiter was responsible individually 
for all articles on his table and would 
have to make good any loss. This re- 
duced the taking of spoons to a robbery 
of the waiter instead of the hotel, and 
even the soavenir hunter has some con- 
science about such a theft. In the big- 
gest of New York hotels $50,000 a year 
Is spent in replenishing the linen, and 
looms in Belfast are busy the year round 
for it. The expenses of the other hotels 
for repairs ace proportionately as largo, 
for in the fierce business rivalry, of the 
times cone of them can afford to get 
shabby."

WANDEHING FREIGHT CARS- 


HOTT They Are Rounded Up by the 


Accountant. 


. The car avcoimtant is a typical in- 
stance of development in the railroad 
business. In th« parly days he did aot 
exist. The superintendent was supposed 
to knew in a general way what was be- 
ing done wit It the company's cars. Tho 
custom was "fur railroads to carry through 
freight as far as the end of their own 
lines in their own cars. Then it tTas 
transferred to the cars of the foreigu 
line, and so arsisted on the next stage to 
its destination. So much time, however, 
was lost in meking'the transfers that the 
needs of shippers forced upon the rail- 
roads a depariore which has now become 
their general custom. Railroads permit 
all loaded cars to go through to their 
destination without transfer and allow 
one another a certain sum for the use 
of the cars. This results in scattering. 
the cars of th4 different roads over every 
section of trask in the country. It pro- 
duces the extraordinary processions of 
many colored-travelers from distant lands 
that delight the eyes, of youngsters at a 
railroad crossing. 


In theory tlse cars are permitted to run 


through over foreign roads to their desti- 
nation on the condition that on their arri- 
val they shall he unloaded promptly and 
started on the return home. In practice 
the freight agent is apt to use the cars 
that are most handy regardless of their 
ownership. 
An agent in Minneapolis 


would hardly think twice before filling up 
a Maine Central freight car with a con- 
signment for Manitoba. The agent at 
Manitoba would not suffer a pang of con- 
sdence when he found himself stuffing 
the same Maine car with a cargo of sup- 
plies for Waco, Tex. Thus are begun the 
wanderings of a car to which, if it were 
not for the car accountant and his mem- 
oranda, there would sometimes be no end. 


It is by no means easy to bring the 


wanderers home. When the Maine Cen- 
tral's car accountant learns from his re- 
pfrrts that his car is being unduly knocked 
about on foreign roads, his first news is 
that it has,spent two weeks in the yards 
at Minneapolis. A tracer is at once for- 
wflrded to the transportation department 
of the railroad which is believed to be 
hotding the car. By this time the car \a 
on its way to Manitoba. A tracer fol- 
lows it there, but with the similar result 
of finding that the- car has been dis- 
patched for the southwest. A letter to 
tho company operating the line out of 
Waco bring* an answer to the effect that 
it Is crippled and has been run into the 
shops for repairs or that it has been load- 
ed again, in which case the company 
promises politely to unload it and fftnd 
it home immediately. Then the car is 
promptly switched off on a branch line 
for some local consignee and is not beard 
of again, ercept by the needy agent who 
cantured it, until it turns up in a tail end 
collision in the state of West Virginia. 
Luckily it is not a bit injured acd is able 
to continue its wanderinjts, pursued by 
more and more vigorously worded cor- 
respondence, until somebody tends it 
home. — Carl Jlovey in Ainslee's.

BUT WOULD RATHER BE RECTOR 


Of St. John's Than Bishop. Convention 


Comes Tuesday. Dr, fompkins 


and Dr. Greer as Favorites. 


Result of the Conference 


at Worcester 


A letter was read from Bishon Law- 


rence in the 
Epicpoal churches of 


western Massachusetts yesterday, giv- 
ing notice that the primaryconevntion of 
the new diocese will open in 
Christ 


church in Springfield tomorrow morn- 
Ing at 9.45 o'clock. A communion ser- 
vice "will be held after which the con- 
vention will proceed directy to busi- 
ness. 


The question of the election of the 


first bishop continues to be the most 
discussed one in th« n»w diocese, and 
at a banquet of the men of St. John's 
church held in the parish house Sat- 
urday night great interest was shown 
in the matter. The banquet was to 
have been held in honor of Bishop 
Rowe of Alaska, who came her to 
deliver addresses at Sunday's service, 
but owing to the fact that h» missed 
train connections at Worcester in the 
afternoon Bishop Rowe was unbale to 
be in the city in time for the banquet, 
which nroceeded without him. 


There were about 100 men present, 


and at the close of the banauet ad- 
dresses by Rev. J. C. Tebbetts and Rev 
A. L. Whitaker of 'this city, Rev. J. 
Franklin Carter of Williamstown and 
Rev. Louis 
Zahner of 
Adams. All 


"were on the subject 'of the new dio- 
cese and the election of a bishop, and 
a number of sugggestions were made, 
the one which elicited the most ap- 
plause being of the name of Rev. Mr. 
Tebbetts of this city a® a possible can- 
didate. 


The general sentiment of the gather 


ing was in favor of th* election of Dr. 
Greer of New Tork !n spite of his re- 
quest that hia name 
be withdrawn 


from consideration. The opinion was 
frequently 
expressed 
that he would 


perhaps accept the office if he were 
elected and that it would be wise for 
the new diocese at least to try. 


Rev. Mr. Tebbetts referred to an 


election of a bishop in Illinois some 
time ago, where the 'one elected declin- 
ed to accept the election. The con- 
vention promptly elected him again, 
and on being notified of this second 
election the office was accepted. 


A new name was mentioned by Rev. 


Mr. Tebbetts in his address, which 
was endorsed by the other speakers. 
This was the name of Rev. Floyd 
Tompkins of Philadelphia, who is w«H 
known in this city, having conducted 
mission services in St. John's church 
some years ago. He is now pastor of 
one of the largest Episcopal churches 
in the country and Mr. Tebbetts spoke 
of him as a very desirable candidate. 


Rev. Mr. Zahner in his address men- 


tioned the name of Mr. Tebbetts as 
one that might well be considered, and 
Rev. 
Mr. Whitaker t endorsed this 


opinion. Mr. Tebbetts 'replied that he 
•would rather be rector of St. John's 
church in North Adams than bishop of 
the diocese of all Massachusetts. 


Dr. Greer Favored •nt Worcester 
Twenty-two delgateg from the west- 


ern and central part of the state In- 
cluded in the new diocese of western 
Masachusetts, w«re the 
gues.s of 


Matthew James Whittall at the Wor- 
cester club in Worcester Friday night, 
and at an informal conference de- 
cided unanimously to use their 
in- 


fluence toward securing the nomina- 
tion of Rev. Dr. David G. Greer of St. 
Bartholomew's church of New Tork 
city for bishop at the diocesan conven- 
tion to be held in Springfield tomor- 
row. The central or Worcester repre- 
sentatives, previous to this informal 
meeting, had supposed that the major- 
ity of the delegates of this section fav- 
ored Rev. John C. Brooks for bish- 
op but the consensus of opinion of the 
delegates from the western part of the 
state was against Mr. Brooks and fav- 
or of the selection of a man for bish- 
op entirely out of the diocese as bet- 
ter able to administer affairs without 
the sectional feeling that a bishop 
from the diocese might occasion. 


There were present representatives 


from Pittsfield, 
Stoekbridge, 
North- 


ampton, Holyoke and 
Springfiled as 


well as a large representation from 
Worcester county. The only name se- 
riously considered was that of Dr. 
Greer. The discussion on the decision 
to unite on him was somewhat long, 
a.s his notice that ho had withdrawn 
his name as a candidate aroused the 
query among the delegates 
as 
to 


whether he would accept a practically 
unanimous nomination at 
Tuesday's 


convention. Some favored 
the 
ap- 


pointment of a committee to see him 
and ask him to withdraw his with- 
drawal; but it as finally decided that 
the best way would be to stand for 
his nomination and secure it as tKe 
unanimous choice of the convention, if 
possible, and then adjourn subject to 
call, in case, after due consideration, 
Dr. Greer found that he could not ac- 
cept the office. Some of the delegates 
believed that the reason that the with- 
drawal was made was that Dr. Greer 
did not desire to create friction nor to 
stand in the way of the diocese secur- 
ing a local man in the diocese if they 
so desired. It was believed by them 
that if it- could be made clear that the 
desire of the di'ocese for him was prac- 
tically unanimous and no opposition 
from local candidates made, that he 
might consider the matter differently. 


Having-settled on Dr. Greer as the 


candidate to be brought forward for 
the bishopric, the matter of the stand- 
ing committee was discussed. Many 
names 
were 
mentioned and several 


good candidates brought forward de- 
clined to serve. The following, how- 
ever, were fixed upon as he choice of 
the meeting for the standing commit- 
tee: Clerical delegates, Rev. John Cot- 
ton 
Brooks of Springfield, Rev. Dr. 


Vinton of Worcester, Rev. J. C. Teb- 
bfttts of this city, and Rev. Dr. Ar- 
thur Lawrence of Stockbridg*; lay del- 
egates, B. L. Davis of Worcester, E 
P. Kendrick and W. C. Simons ol 
Springfield, Dr. Adams of Pittsfield, 
Herbert Parker of Worcester, and 
William Arthur 
Gjallup of this city. 


This committee is a very important 
one, second only to the bishop himself. 


O«th«rl*K for the Convention 


Clergymen and laymen prominent in 


tbe Episcopal church In Massachusetts 


from Worcester to the state Hn« will 
be In Springfield today in preparation 
for the convention which is to estab- 
lish the new Episcopal diocese. Cau- 
cuses of clergymen and toymen have 
already been held, and by tonight most 
of the delegates will probably have 
settled upon their choice for bishop. 
More than 150 churchmen will be in 
attendance, most of these arriving to- 
day. The necessary papers and docu-' 
ments for the convention are now at 
Christ church. 


Word from Springfield today is to 


the effect that the sentiment is prac- 
tically unanimous for Dr. Greer for 
Bishop, though there was also a re- 
port that there was also a report that 
the Berkshire delegates would be two 
to one for Dr. Arthur Lawrence of 
Stockbridge, who appears to be the 
only aggressive candidate against Dr. 
Greer. Rev. J. C. Brooks of Spring- 
field announced last night that he is 
not a candidate. Another name sug- 
gested is that of Dr. E. S. Rousman- 
iere, rector of Grace church at Provi- 
dence, R. I. 


Will Be -Broad Church 


Kver since the proposition was ad- 


vanced to divide the Massachusetts 
diocese, clergymen have been discus- 
sing the probable importance opin ons 
on "high church" and "low church'1 
will have on the division. It is now 
admitteci, on the eve of the convention 
thfit this question will not enter into 
tne situation. The new diocese w.ll be 
heft designated, after it is formed, as 
"broad church." 


In no section of the new diorf-se is 


there radical high churchism or radi- 
cal low churchism. The attitude of 
the church in New England his come 
to be called "broad church," and no- 
•where will this position be bettu- dem- 
onstrated than in the new district. A 
fe\\ 
churches are inclined 
*<> high 


church views, but even these call 
themselves "broad high." 


In the 
selection of a bishop this 


question will not be considered. It will 
be a question of able men, and not of 
church views, for" no radical church- 
man is likely to come forward. 


A SERMoToif "CREEDS 


Rev. Alice K. Wright Thinks They are 


Often a Hindrance to Knowledge 


At the Universalist church yester- 


dayRev. Alice K. Wright occupied the 
pulpit morning and evening in the ab- 
sence of her husband, Rev. |A. E. 
Wright. Mrs. Wright's morning ser- 
mon was upon "Creeds," her text being 
taken from the third verse of the 17th 
chapter of St. John "And this is life 
eternal, that they might know thee, 
the only true God, and Jesus Christ, 
whom thou hast sent." 


If you are surrounded with,material 


comforts, she said, and are satisfied 
with your thoughts and sensations, it 
may be easy to be the skeptic and say 
"I don't care." But there comes a 
time when the soul looks out of its 
windows, in the midday of life, per- 
haps, when we find ourselves forget- 
ting everything that once concerned 
us most and asking the question that 
holds all of life's meaning now. The 
response unites this life and the next 
so that the soul while yet in the body 
may feel the exultant knowledge of 
its immortality and see all its ex- 
periences in the never-failing light of 
eternity. 
This is to know* God, to 


know self; it is to have life eternal 
now. 


The knowledge cannot be forced 


upon man or grafted into his soul. 
Knowledge of spiritual truths cannot 
be taught like the multiplication table, 
but is evolved from the "soul as a re- 
sult of its personal contact with these 
forces in the experiences of life.- And 
the course of this development from 
the lower to the higher life depends 
upon the belief you entertain and your 
efforts to live up to your best beliefs. 
Progress depends upon the right ad- 
justment of your beliefs and efforts, 
and knowledge of God can be attained 
only by progress. 


The only thing we need to fear as de 


trimental to our Godward development 
is the tendency to cling to old be- 
liefs when the life has gone out of 
them and experience has carried us 
beyond their help. This clinging' to 
old theological anchors and 
lifeless 


shells of creeds has ever been a barrier 
in the way of man's progress towards 
God. 


Creed's are not gods, though they 


are worshipped by some heathen Chris 
tians. 
Creeds are simply man's be- 


lief about something. They are made 
to serve a purpose in the generation 
that gives thenV birth. They do not 
give knowledge of God, but are sim- 
ply what some men have tried to tell 
of their knowledge. The creeds would 
have held the thought worl'd still until 
it stagnated. Knowledge of God can 
never come by clinging to dead ideas 
about him. 


Knokledge is truth as seen, belief 


is truth as stated. Thus religion and 
ifh'sology f\r& quite different things. 
And the test Of a sound religious ex- 
"perience is not what a man says1 but 
what he is. No man can make a 
creed for another who thinks. 


You are saved by what you know, 


what you havg proved true in your 
own experience, by what you do to- 
ward living up to your knowledge of 
good. If we would progress we must 
cast out all belief that is not good to 
live by and that comes into conflict 
with the truths that life has revealed. 


BISHOP 
ROWE OF ALASKA 


Tells the Story of Episcopal Missions 


in That Far Off Territory 


Bishop Rowe of Alaska brought the 


work of the Episcopal church in that 
territory to the attention of St. John's 
church in this city Sunday, speaking 
to the Sunday school, and later at the 
11 o'clock service of the church. His 
address was in connection with an off- 
ering that was taken for the work. 


Bishop Rowe describes the great- 


ness of the territory to be covered by 
the church, and the especial demands 
on the church that followed the dis- 
covery of gold in the [Klondike and 
later at Nome. Physical needs pre- 
ceded the spiritual needs of the men,. 
he said, and he therefore started a 
hospital at Skaguay, which was fol- 
lowed by the establishment of two 
others in other places, 
which 
had 


proves refugees for the men who were 
rendered 
helpless 
through 


there. 


The establishment of missions fol- 


lowed this work, and the Episcopal 
church was the first .to establish a 
mission at Nome. Men going fro'tn a 


Christian country into a region where 
the moral character sinks easily, find 
in the missions thus opened a re- 
minder of the better life at home and 
are helped by It. 


Bishop Rowe 
then 
described the 


work of the natives of the country, 
including Esquimaux 
and Indians. 


Where six years ago there were only 
three inlssions of the church in the 
territory there are now 14 central mis- 
sions, as many as the Russian church 
has after working in the region for 
over 100 years. The church had to 
combat conditions of superstition in 
which witchcraft flourished, and .in 
which the sick and old were promptly 
killed as the best disposition of them. 
The natives lived lives littte above 
those of the animals, but they have 
responded 
to 
the 
influence of the 


church, and are now in most cases 
friendly to the whites- 


Bishop Rowe then described graph- 


ically some of the hardships that he 
had gone through it* his long journeys 
to the far districts of the territory, 
with the thermometer sometimes 60 
or 70 degrees below zero and in con- 
stant danger from wild animals. He 
also spoke of the heroic work being 
done by the missionaries there, some 
of whom are stationed aH alone so 
far from civilization that they get 
messages from home only once a year. 


THE INSPIRATION OF MOSES 


Rev. Mr. Hamilton Finds Strong Evi- 


dence of Divine Leadership 


Rev. J. A. Hamilton 'of the Metho- 


dist church preached .the first of hi* 
series of sermons on "Earth's earliest 
eminent events" last evening, the op- 
ening being "First Bible book: Did 
God aid Moses more than He did the 
author of Ben Hur?" He said: 


Men s*y great authors are inspired 


as Moses and other bible writers. TVe 
do not believe the bible or an original 
copy of it was let down from heaven 
nor dictated to a penman by God nor 
given bodily to dreamers. But we do 
believe that Moses was inspired by the 
holy spirit of God to the extent that 
he wrote, as rio man can write unaided 
by the supernatural. The "holy spirit 
of God operated within the conscious- 
ness and appropriate faculties of the 
man yet did not reduce him to the 
office of a mere instrument." Moses 
may have used documents then exist- 
ing, traditions, his own knowledge, di- 
rect inspiration, but all was God-di- 
rected. 
In matter and form it was 


God's word, in language' it was human. 
The holy spirit employed Moses' know- 
ledge, attention, memory, investiga- 
tion, experience and time, controlling 
all in the production of the first bible 
books. 
These books are to be considered his- 


torical reality until facts are given to 
the contrary. Dr. Gregory says, "There 
is not yet the shadow of a fact in all 
the fancies urged against the histor- 
icity of th«se opentvg books of the 
bible." And Dr. A. H. Sayce 
saj?s, 


"Archaeological 
discovery 
has ad- 


duced overwhelming evidence in sup- 
port of the historical reality of these 
books." When we consider the vast- 
ness of the work included in the ac- 
count of creation we certainly must 
believe that no unaided scholar would 
attempt it. 
Moses believed in the Ptolemaic sys- 


tem that the earth was flat and that 
the sun traveled round the earth. Why 
did not Moses declare what he be- 
lieved in regard to these things? Men, 
especially scholars dealing w.tih large 
things, publish their convictions; why 
did Moses fail to do the same? Be- 
cause God directed him and could riot 
let such an error be made. Do you ask 
why did not God cause. Moses to pub- 
lish the Copernican, the true system? 
Because no good and much c'onsterna- 
tion and confusion would have result- 
ted from the publication of a system 
so contradictory to man's bare, sense. 
The age was not ripe for such facts; 
there were no telescopes or Galileos 
to confirm them. When these things 
were announced 
by Copernicus the 


universities and theologians 
declared 


them contrary tovsense, sight and the 
true faith."Does nV- the bible say* they 
asked, "that the earth abid«th forever, 
how then can it move around 
the 


sun?" "Does it not say the sun goeth 
down and hasteth unto the place 
whence it ariseth?" Men were burned 
for declaring this theory in these cen- 
turies. 
What would have 
happened 


had it been made known many cen- 
turies 
before. No credence whatever 


would have been given to the 
writ- 


ings that declared it, they would have 
been obliterated. 


It is a fact that as science gets facts 


they are found to perfectly agree with 
the work of Moses. Men used to laugh 
at "blundering Moses" because he de- 
clared the existence of light before the 
creation of the sun. But the modern 
nebular hypothesis tells us "Condensa- 
tions of the originality void, dark, gas- 
eous choas would be accounted for by 
intense molecular changes and would 
emit light." So Moses lives and the 
Bible is yet right side up. It tells us 
sufficient of creation, of the principles 
of life, and of the whence and whither 
of all things and of man and as man 
studies and discovers truth he falls in- 
to line with the believer that no men 
are so unerringly directed as Moses 
and other Bible writers.
